Conditions have been 
better than usual throughout the 
country and very heavy orders 
have been coming in from the 
rural districts, especially, which 
have kept the plants on heavy 
production schedules.

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An Important Decision 
N the United States Circuit Court of Appeals for 
western district of North Carolina a decision was 
cently handed down, which is of very great interest to almost | 
every automobile dealer. 
The case involved

the seizure of two cars used for 
transporting liquor in North Carolina. An 
dealer held an unsatisfied money purchase lien on these 
vehicles. In the decision mentioned the judge held that the 
rights of the holder of such lien are without avail, where 
the defendants are prosecuted under the statutes, which 
provide punishment for persons found guilty of removal or 
concealment of spirits contrary to law and the government 
files a libal against the car. 

This case probably will be carried to the Supreme 
Court for a final ruling. The decision by the Circuit Court 
of Appeals confirmed the findings of a lower United States 
tribunal, and the Supreme Court is the only recohrse. 

This matter is an extremely important one. It places 
the onus of the legal use of the car on the shoulders of 
the automobile dealer. Carried to the logical conclusion 
the decision would suggest the employment of a detective 
agency by every dealer to ascertain the business and be- 
havior of every buyer before a car is sold to him on time 
payments. Pending a decision by the Supreme Court, 
automobile dealers will do well to scrutinize with the 
utmost care the character of prospective customers. 


Transportation Beginnings 
|’ is just a century, 100 busy years, since a snorting, puff- 
ing, wood-burning locomotive creaked its way out of 
Honesdale, Pa., and stumbled haltingly on a sixteen-mile 


journey to Carbondale over the tracks of the Delaware &| 


Hudson. Perhaps no other event in history ever had such 
a far-reaching effect on human development as this. 


During the next fifty years railway development in the | 


United States was rapid. Lines of track stretched from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, the railway train supplanting ox- 
team and horses on that route of destiny. Railway lines 
reached out everywhere to connect cities and sections; to 
open new areas to profitable cultivation. The tremendous 
development of the United States during the years between 
1830 and 1900 was due, primarily, to the growth of the 
greatest railway system in the world.

Half a Billion for Development 
CCORDING to the American Petroleum Institute, the 
organization which represents the oil industry, the 
tidy sum of $503,000,000 is spent every year in drilling new 
oil wells in this country. 
When the oil industry was first getting under way as 
the industrial giant that it is, the cost of drilling a well was 


about $2,500, and the drillers seldom had to go below the! 


2,000-foot level to bring up the black gold that they sought. 
Last year the average depth of the wells drilled was some- 
where between 4,000 and 7,000 feet. The average cost of | 
the operation was $22,450. 

Obviously enough, the rising cost of drilling dis- 
courages “wild-catting.” Operators drilling wells today 
do not take the long chances that they once did. They 
must feel reasonably well assured of a strike before they

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Latest Engineering News of the Industry 
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Engine Troubles May 
Be Traced to Plugs 


By HECTOR RABEZZANA 
Chief Engineer AC Spark Plug Co. 

ITH the general trend toward 
\ higher compression engines the 
importance of keeping the spark 
plugs in the best condition cannot be 
over-emphasized if the maximum of 
efficient engine operation is to be 
enjoyed 

A surprisingly large percentage of 
poor performance may be traced 
and often eliminated by an exami- 
nation of the spark plugs. which are 
often responsible for engine trouble 
that -comes under the following 
classifications 

1. Engine hard to start 
at low idling speeds, sluggish 

2. Engine loses power on long 
runs, at high speed, on hills or hard 
pulls 

Conditions described above may be 
due to fouled. worn out or wrong 
type spark plugs, breaker points or 
improper adjustment of spark plug 
and breaker point gaps 

If the plugs are fouled. obviously 
they should be cleaned, and if worn 
out they should be replaced. If the 
plug gap is too wide it should be 
adjusted to .025 inch for average 
engines and .020 inch for high com- 
pression engines, also engines hav- 
ing magneto ignition. Breaker points 
should be clean and gapped in most 
cases at .015 to .020 inch 

In the case of fouled spark 
that are comparatively new 
ing is easily done in this way 

Fill the lower part of the plug 
with alcohol, meta! polish or equal 
parts ammonia and water. and let 
it stand for a few seconds 

Rub carbon from insulator with 
stiff wire or small wooden peg cov- 
ered with one thickness of cloth 
Then wipe the plug dry. Clean the 
sparking points with every cloth 
Adjust the gaps 

Car manufacturers recommend 
that plugs be renewed every 10,000 
miles, because wornout plugs can- 
not be restored by cleaning. 

The accompanying illustrations 
showing how the plugs deteriorate 
and the explanatory’ reference 
should be helpful to the mechanic 
in his work.

Washington, Sept. 3.—Tests just 
completed by the United States Bu- 
reau of Standards on a well-known
